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IVir.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  prer-ent  my  :^Gpurt  ovi  the  health  of  the  Rural  District 
of  Disley  for  the  year  ended  DaoemLer  1959. 

The  population  at  mid-year  1959  as  estimated  Ly  the  Registrar  General  was 
3O1O,  a reduction  of  40  compared  with  mid-year  1958*  There  were  34  live  births, 
one  less  than  in  1958.  There  were  no  infantile  deaths  during  the  year,  but 
there  were  2 still-births.  The  total  deaths  from  all  causes  (44)  was  rather 
less  than  the  total  for  the  previous  year  (47)  « It  will  be  noted  hov?ever,  that 
there  was  a considerable  excess  of  deaths  over  births.  This  adverse  balance  has 
occurred  in  eight  of  the  last  ten  years. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  measles  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  an 
increased  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough,  but  othens/ise  there  was  no  unusual 
prevalence  of  infectious  disease.  There  was  one  new  case  of  pulmonaiy  tuberculosis 
compared  with  two  in  1958.  For  the  third  successive  year  there  were  no  new  cases 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  continued  support  and  confidence.  I should  also  like  to 
thank  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  valuable  help  so  readily  given  to  me 
at  all  times.

GENERAL  SANITARY  CIRCUIffSTANCES 

1.  Wat er . The  area  is  supplied  by  the  Stockport  Corporation 
Water  Undertaking  and  most  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are 
connected  to  the  mains,  A few  farms  and  isolated  houses 
situated  on  high  ground  are  supplied  by  natural  wells  and 
springs,  a few  having  boreholes.  The  situation  of  these 
premises  and  the  physical  characteristics  of  the  land  render 
the  cost  of  laying  mains  prohibitive  and  an  almost  impossible 
task. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  district  is  chemically  treated, 
filtered,  end  chlorinated,  and  is  subject  to  frequent 
bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  by  the  Stockport 
Corporation,  and  has  proved  satisfactory.  The  main  road  and 
lower  areas  of  the  district  are  supplied  from  Kinder  and  the 
higher  part  from  the  Goyt  Valley  supply, 

Unusually  dry  weather  during  the  spring  and  Buratierof  1959 

reduced  the  amount  of  water  available  from  the  storage 
reservoirs  to  a dangerously  low  level.  As  a result  it  became 
necessary  at  the  end  of  September  to  impose  restrictions  on 
the  use  cf  water  by  cutting  off  supplies  from  7 pom,  to  6 a.m, 
each  day  and  appeals  for  economy  in  the  use  of  water  v; ere 
made,  A return  of  the  rainy  weather  in  November  prevented  the 
need  for  even  more  drastic  measures  and  enabled  restrictions 
to  be  removed. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  greater  part  of  the  district 
is  sewered  and  two  sewage  disposal  works  are  owned  by  the 
Council,  Most  houses  are  connected  to  the  sewers  and  those 
Jiroperties  which  are  not,  are  in  isolated  positions. 

Samples  of  effluent  from  both  disposal  works  taken  during 
the  year  by  the  Mersey  River  Board  were  found  to  be  generally 
satisfactory. 

The  improvement  of  the  Waterside  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 
which  consisted  of  the  erection  of  a river  bank  retaining  wall, 
renewal  of  filter  media,  re-erection  of  a disused  percolating 
filter  and  repairs  to  two  other  filters,  provision  of  a new 
die  :-rtb!itor  and  provisions  of  a water  supply,  was  completed 
during  the  year  and  is  functioning  satisfactorily

Ribljc  Cleansing.  A direct  labour  refuse  service  is 
operated  by  the  Council  and  has  functioned  satisfactorily. 
Refuse,  and  the  contents  of  pail  closets  have  been  collected 
each  fortnight.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  weekly,  for  which 
the  Council  make  an  appropriate  charge.
